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Suggestions for Culture of Cascades 


e The Cascade varieties are all of exceptional beauty and exquisite daintiness. While 
chosen primarily for the ease with which they may be trained to hang or “cascade” down- 
ward, there are numerous ways in which they may be made to yield equally gratifying 
results with a minimum expenditure of time and effort. 

Planted in the garden and stopped a number of times in the usual manner these Jittle- 
heralded horticultural phenomena will develop a rugged bushiness of free flowering 
growth that for sheer beauty may, perchance, outrival the much vaunted glory of the 
larger and more pretentious of their brethren. 

Grown in pots and without special training they may be taken care of in the open 
until such time as it is desirable to transfer them indoors where their presence may lend a 
bit of sunshine to what otherwise might be a colorless interior. Let the fall season of dark 
shadows and crispness of air be brightened and warmed by the comforting cheer iradiat- 
ing from one or more well-groomed plants of this type strategically placed on window 
ledge, bench or table. 


@ FOREWORD—Plants to be used for cascading effects are chosen because of their 
natural habit of producing a bushy growth and strong, flexible stems clothed with an 
abundance of florescent splendor. 


SOILS—Satisfactory results may be obtained by using a good, productive garden 
soil. Maximum results may best be had by the use of a compost prepared according to 
the specifications of any one of numerous formulae suitable for the purpose. We suggest 
that you try a mixture composed of one part well-rotted steer manure, one part thoroughly 
decomposed leaf mold and two parts fairly heavy loam. 


POTTING—Upon arrival plant should be placed in a 4 or 6 inch pot, size to be de- 
termined by stage of root development. Subsequent changes to increasingly larger pots 
must be made as the need arises. Each change should be accomplished before roots 
have had an opportunity to become pot-bound. Normally, July 15th should find plant 
permanently established in a 10 or 12 inch pot. 


WATERING—Space adequate for watering purposes must be left at top of pot. Water- 
ing should be attended to daily and sufficiently early to insure superficial dryness of 
foliage before nightfall. 

FERTILIZERS—Although liquid fertilizers compounded from animal manure are con- 
sidered old-fashioned and are in truth a bit messy in the manner of their making they 
are none the less effective when properly applied. Commercial fertilizers have come 
into general use, are readily available and convenient to handle. Your dealer is doubt- 
lessly qualified to choose the one most suitable for your specific need should you elect 
to use some form of the latter. 

FEEDING—The plant must be fed more or less sparingly at bi-weekly intervals. After 
each application of fertilizer careful study of the progress of growth being made by the 
plant and the condition of its foliage should give you a clue as to the amount and 
strength you need apply with each subsequent application. Avoid overfeeding at all 
times. Discontinue feeding when buds begin to show color. 

TRAINING—By taking advantage of its natural pliability and with proper manipula- 
tion this type of plant may be trained after a fashion to suit the individual taste. The 
heartshaped cascade seems to be in public favor at the time and it is chiefly to the 
method of its training that we devote the following with a word of admonition to bear 
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in mind the fact that the basic principle of inducing widespread growth and maximum 
florescence remains the same regardless of the delineation of pattern desired. 


When plant is 5 or 6 inches high pinch top. From new growth reserve uppermost 
shoot for use as main leader. Stop remaining shoots at second or third joint. Later divide 
equally and train to either side of main leader. It is often desirable to use but one shoot 
on each side of main leader and remove the rest. 


When main leader is 12 inches high train to a firmly imbedded No. 10 galvanized 
wire 4 feet in length previously bent, at a point 5 inches above surface level of pot, to 
an angle of 45 degrees. Outer tip of wire must face to north. Tie end of main leader to 
supporting wire at weekly intervals. 


All laterals and sublaterals should be pinched systematically at every second or third 
joint throughout growing season to insure spread of growth and symmetry of form. As 
plant increases in width additional support is necessary for the purpose of stabilization. 


To overcome the natural tendency of plant to develop blooms from extreme tip first 
with a perceptible movement toward base, discontinue routine pinching about Sept. 1st. 
On Sept. 5th complete final pinching of broadest one-third or basal division, on Sept. 
10th the midsectional one-third and on Sept. 15th the final one-third. 


Gradually lower main leader so that it will be in a horizontal position about Sept. 
15th. When buds begin to form, with surface of plant facing south, start gradual down- 
ward bending of main leader and its support. When buds show color place on solid 
base at required height and bend to final vertical position. 


General Cultural Suggestions 


Following are a few vital facts pertinent to the subject of successful chrysanthemum 
culture: 


SOIL CONDITIONING—The chrysanthemum is a gross feeder. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary that the soil in which it is to be planted contains a sufficient amount of plant food 
to supply, without the aid of too frequent applications of liquid or commercial fertilizer, 
the demands of a long growing season. If in doubt as to the fertility of your land, we 
suggest that you work in with it a thoroughly rotted manure, well in advance of planting 
date and in quantities commensurate with the strength of the material used and the texture 
of the soil in question. Loose, sandy soil, particularly when of a nature unquestionably 
deficient in organic matter, should receive a heavier application per unit of space than 
that required by the same unit of space in a heavier and more productive soil. 


The nature and amount of plant food to be used during the growing season can 
best be judged by the character of your soil and the variety and condition of the plants 
to be treated. Avoid the hazards of over-fertilization. Discontinue feeding when buds 
begin to show color. 


PLANTING—Early planting is an important factor in the timely formation of a robust 
root system, a prerequisite to the growth of strong, sturdy plants and quality flowers. 
When seasonal blooms are desired at an advanced date it is doubly important that 
planting be done early in order that plants may attain sufficient height to permit the 
taking of crown buds. (SEE BUD SELECTION.) 


WATERING—Variation in the composition of soils and variation in climatic conditions, 
due to geographical differences, render the matter of watering a problem for local study 
and solution. However, here are a few salient points ever to be kept in mind if you are 
to avoid the consequences of a careless, haphazard plan of irrigation.

We cannot emphasize too strongly the necessity of keeping the roots of your plants 
moist at all times. To subject them to a drought, however slight, will cause a sudden 
check in growth, a setback that may later be responsible for a host of trouble—the 
appearance of rust, mildew, blighted or blackened foliage and the premature hardening 
of wood, premature setting of buds with a sequence of partially developed and mis- 
shapen flowers. 

Avoid overwatering as it is apt to lead to equally disastrous results. Confine your 
irrigation activities to a time of day sufficiently early to allow superficial drying of foliage 
before nightfall. 

STOPPING—When the young plant has become firmly established—normally within 
a period of two weeks from planting date—pinch out the top. This simple operation is 
known as “stopping” and will bring about the formation of three or more new shoots, the 
subsequent handling of which must be governed by whatever plan you may have for 
their future disposition. In order to dwarf your plants, make them bush out, and to increase 
their yield of blooms it may be necessary to “stop” them a number of times, the proper 
number to be determined by the particular variety of plant in need of such attention and 
the specific result desired. 

RESTRICTION OF LATERAL GROWTH—A plant, when allowed to retain no more 
than one, two or three stems, will develop much larger blooms than it will if permitted 
to grow without restriction. This is especially true of the large flowering types—exhibi- 
tions, commercials, spidery sorts and some of the larger anemones. 


When the plant’s energy, governed as it is by the amount of needed elements it assimi- 
lates from the soil, is used in feeding a profusion of growth, we cannot well hope to 
obtain maximum results as regards size, color or shape of bloom. 


Excellent results may be had by raising four, six or eight disbudded blooms on plants 
of the larger pompon, anemone and single types suitable for the purpose, the number 
to be chosen varying with the type and variety of plant. 


BUD SELECTION—Early in August many varieties produce a cluster of buds, the cen- 
tral and larger of which is termed the early or crown and the encircling buds vegetative. 
For exhibition types and many of the large commercials, it is desirable to “take” the 
crown bud. 

While the term “take the bud’ may be enshrouded in ambiguity, it simply involves 
the mechanics of removing the buds not to be used and reserving the one chosen as the 
best for development. Therefore, if you wish to “take” the crown bud, you remove the 
encircling buds and reserve the one in the center. 


If it is desirable to use what is commonly known as the terminal bud, the foregoing 
operation is reversed. The central or crown bud and all but one of the encircling or 
vegetative buds are removed. From the remaining bud will spring a vegetative growth that 
will in time produce another cluster of buds, the central one of which should be “taken” 
or reserved and all others removed. 


All crown buds, excepting those from plants of an extremely early blooming habit, 
appearing in the months of May, June and July, should be removed along with all excess 
lateral growth. It is also necessary to keep all axilary and basal growth broken out. 
The plant should be given a thorough going over at frequent intervals in order to keep 
it free from all superfluous growth, thus insuring a minimum waste of plant energy. 


SPRAYING—The chrysanthemum is not immune to damage frequently caused by the 
uncontrolled activities of a variety of common insect pests; neither is it secure against the 
inroads of malignant fungi that may find in it a beneficent host unless preventative meas- 
ures are taken. It is therefore wise and prudent to start spraying early, continuing at fre- 
quent intervals with the thought in mind that, “An ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure.”
